1 . Claims 1-26 are presented for examination. This office action is in response to 
the amendment filed on 8/31/2006. 



Specification 

2. Applicants are requested to update the status of the related U.S. patent 
application accordingly (e.g., U.S. Patent Application Serial No. ##/###,### filled Sept.

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: claims 1-26 are allowable over the prior art of record because 
an update of a search previously made does not detect the combined claimed elements 
as set forth in the claims 1-26. Specifically, claims are allowable over the prior art of 
record because none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a method and a 
apparatus for limiting the access nonvolatile memory such as an IC card in 1-chip 
microcomputer as described in the specification and together with combination of other 
claimed element as set forth in the claims. Also the reasons for allowance of the claims 
over the prior art of record is believed to be clear from the prosecution records taken as 
a whole. Therefore, claims 1-26 are allowable over the prior art of records.
